“Are the Germans to be spared?’* 
h«x asked, “With thMr industries un­ 
impaired they xviii have seized tl\e 
markets long before we are ready 4o 
compete with them. 
If only Presi­ 
dent Wilson would come and see 
xvith his own eyes what utter ruin 
and destruction they have brought • 
upon our unhappy land. 
“One has to see the destruction 
with ones own eyes.” he went on.

ready. With devilish ingenuity the 
Germans made a specialty of de­ 
stroying the essential things. They!
